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Aarons Rod 


That Budded

“And, behold, the rod of Aa- 
ron for the house of Levi was 
budded, and brought forth 
buds, and bloomed blossoms, 
and yielded almons” (Num. 17: 
8). 

“Aaron’s rod that budded”’ (Heb. 
9:4). | * 
The sixteenth chapter of Num- 
bers contains one of the darkest 
happenings in Israel’s wilderness 
history. Korah, son of Levi, and 
Dathan and Abiram, sons of Reu- 
ben, together with .250 others, re- 
belled against Moses, the leader, 


and Aaron, the priest, whom God | 


had appointed when He constituted 
Israel as a nation. ‘They wanted 
recognition. Korah, the son of Levi, 
wanted to take unto himself the 
office of High Priest. This was not 
so much a rebellion against man 
as against God, and God dealt with 
this rebellion by judgment upon 
the rebels. When the people mur- 
mured about this judgment, God 
sent a judgment upon the people, 
which was stayed only when Aaron 
made atonement for them. 

After this God settled the ques- 
tion of Aaron’s authority, and the 
claims. of his family to the priest- 
hood. He put this matter beyond 
the possibility of further doubt by 
the budding of Aaron’s rod. Rods, 
or staves, were carried by people 
of authority, or rank, and a prince 
from each tribe was _ instructed 
to give his rod to Moses; Moses 
took those rods, together with a 
rod marked with the name of Aar- 
on, for the tribe of Levi, and laid 
them up in the tabernacle in the 
presence of God. When Moses went 
into the tabernacle in the morning, 
he found the rod of Aaron with 
buds, blossoms, and fruit, while 
the others showed no sign of life. 

The budding of that rod is a 
beautiful picture of the resurrec- 
tion of Christ, and in this study 
we draw the following lessons from 
a comparison of the budding of the 
rod with the resurrection of the 
Lord: 

Expiation 

Both the budding and the resur- 
rection were preceded by death. 
The rod was dead, with absolutely 
not a sign of life. It had been “cut 
off’? from the root, or the tree, the 
source of life. Christ died. His was 
an actual death. He was “cut 


¢ 
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off” in death (Isa. 53:8; Dan. 
9:26), but His death was for the 
expiation of our sins. “Christ died 
for our sins.” He “bare our sins in 
His own body on the tree.” He ac- 
tually became sin for us. (I Cor. 
5:21). And when He became sin 
God smote Him—smote the most 
hateful thing in the universe, sin; 
smote the sin of all mankind, for 
the wrath of God was visited in 
full upon that only Son Who hung 
there in the sinner’s place. We must 
literally accept this—unless we are 
to make God a liar (I John 5:10). 


Resurrection 


When morning was come, and 
Moses entered the sacred precinct, 
lo and behold! a wondrous miracle 
had taken place, for the rod bear- 
ing Aaron’s name was full of life: 
buds, blossoms, and fruit had all 
appeared..That was not a natural 
quickening; it was by the power 
of God. No eye saw the change 
take place, but there was abundant 
evidence of life, reminding us of. 
that morning when the women

tecost was primarily a_ revival; 
and that it was in some sense, as 
D.' L. Moody said, “a specimen 
day.” 

What the disciples were com- 
manded to tarry in Jerusalem for 
was “till ye be endued with power 
from on high” (Luke 24:49). Again 
in Acts 1:8 Jesus promised them, 
“But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses un- 
to me both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judaea, and in Samaria, and un- 
to the uttermost part of the earth.’ 
So when Pentecost was fully come, 
they were filled with the Holy 
Spirit, they witnessed with power 
to those about them, and a marve- 
lous revival resulted in a great in- 
gathering of lost souls; so that Acts 
2:41 says, “Then they that gladly 
received his word (Peter’s preach- 
ing) were baptized; and the same 
day there were added unto them 
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about three thousand souls.’ ‘If 
Pentecost ‘was simply a great re- 
vival, and in some sense a model 
revival, then by examining the es- 
sential elements that brought about 
that revival, we will know how to 
have Pentecostal revivals. 


God Himself does not change, for 
Malachi 3:6 says, “For I am the 
Lord, I change not.” Jesus does 
not change, for Hebrews 13:8 says, 
“Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and today, and forever.” The same 
unchanging gospel is good for all 
nations, every creature, even to 
the end of the world. It is “the 
everlasting gospel” (Rev. 14:6). 
So with an unchanging God, an un- 
changing Christ, an unchanging 
plan of salvation, we have God’s 
unchanging requirements for revi- 
val, Any sinner can be saved today 
exactly like any individual sinner 
was saved on the day of Pentecost. 
And any Christian can have his 
prayers answered now, just as any 
individual disciple could then have 
his prayer answered, when the 
Christian now meets God’s require- 
ments in the same way, and takes 
God at His word in the same way. 
And all this adds up to the fact

‘that Hé was the Son of God. He 


was “declared to be the Son of 
by the resur- 
rection from the dead’ (Rom. 1: 
4). And in this we see His vin- 
dication, 

Jesus Christ had claimed to be 
the Son of God. Men had denied 
His claim. They branded Him as 
false, and a blasphemer, and nailed 
Him to the tree, and in that they 
declared Him the cursed one, since 
their law read, “Cursed is every 
one that hangeth on a tree’”’—One 
Who was worthy of only the most 


' extreme maleédiction of God. But 


God would not permit*His Son to 
rest under such a stigma, nor His 
work to be so misunderstood, so 
God raised Him from the dead, and 
by that resurrection vindicated ev- 
ery claim the Son of God had ev- 
er made. What a vindication for 
Christ! and, oh! what a condemna- 
tion for the world! 


Manifestation 


Both were seen by the people, 
after the miracle took place. We 
read that “Moses brought ‘out all 
the rods from before the Lord un- 
to all the children of Israel: AND 
THEY LOOKED, and took every 
man his rod,” Moses showed the 
rod of Aaron to the people. The 


_. miracle of the budding, blossoming,

bearing rod was attested by many 
witnesses, So we read in Acts 1: 
8 that ‘He showed Himself alive 
after His passion, by many infall- 
ible proofs, being seen of them for- 


ty days.” And again, in the first 


part of the fifteenth chapter of 
First Corinthians we read, ‘‘He was 
seen” (verse 5); “He was seen 
seen (verse 6); “He was seen”

-here are more than 500, of good 


repute, with nothing to gain but 
persecution and death, witnessing 
to the resurrection of Christ! Some- 
one has truly remarked that the 
resurrection of Christ is much bet- 
ter attested than the death of Na- 
poleon Bonaparte. 


Identification 


The rod was the rod of one, but 
it was for the many. It had Aaron’s 
name upon it, but it was for the 
tribe of Levi. “Thou shalt write 
Aaron’s name upon the rod of Le- 
vi.’ It was the rod of one, but 
it brought assurance and blessing 
to the whole tribe. So the resurrec- 
tion of Christ is far-reaching. “‘Be- 


cause I live, ye shall live also.” 
It is “Christ the first-fruits; aft-

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through our identification with Him. 
A young lady visited Dr. Faunce, 
of Brown, some years ago, and 
told him that she had been think- 
ing much of the resurrection of 
Christ, and wanted to know if he 
could give her any proof of the 
resurrection. He answered in the 
affirmative, and did so, but went 
on to say, “There is better proof. 
Go home and read the record of 
the resurrection, and ask God to 
make it plain to you whether or 
not Christ is risen.” She did so, 
and in a few weeks came back, 
and with a shining face said, “Dr. 
Faunce, I know He lives.” 


Exaltation 


After the rod was seen by the 
people it was laid up again in the 
presence of the Lord, in the Holy 
of Holies. So with our Lord. He 
was here forty days, and was seen 
of many, and then He toook His 
place on the right hand of the Fa- 
ther, where “He ever liveth to 
make intercession for us.” 


Attestation 


The rod was to be kept as a to- 
ken against the rebels: “‘And the 
Lord said. unto Moses, Bring Aa- 
ron’s rod again before the testi- 
mony, to be kept for a token 
against the rebels.” It was there 
especially to convince the people 
for their good, lest they should 
rush again into sin and rebellion, 
and destruction. So the resurrec- 
tion of Christ is an attestation, 
or witness to all men of God’s 
appointed judgment day. It should 
convince the sinner, and lead him 
to repentance. God hath “appointed 
a day in the which He will judge 
the world.in righteousness by that 
Man Whom He hath ordained, 
whereof He hath given assurance 
to all mén, in that He hath raised 
Him from the dead” (Acts 17: 31). 


Verification 


The miracle of the budded rod 
verified Aaron’s position as Priest. 
The acceptance of Aaron was never 
questioned after that. The faith of 
the people was established. Because 
of the budded rod, they knew. Be- 
cause of the resurrection of Christ 
we know—know that the work of 


Christ was acceptable to God, and 


accepted by God. The «believer 
should never question his accep- 
tance by God. The resurrection is 
a receipt which tells us that the 
just penalty against us is paid— 
“Jesus paid it all.” . 


We once were dead, too, as dead 
as those dead, dry rods inthe Tab-' 
ernacle, and there ‘will be no life 
in us until we are willing to take 
our place before God’s testimony, 
and believe His Word. The living 
Rod is Jesus. In Him is life and 
beauty, fragrance and fruit, pic- 
tured by the buds, the blossoms, 
the almonds on Aaron’s rod. Only 
in Christ Jesus can we be made 
alive. Only by His life can we bring 
forth the flowers and fruits of a 
new life in our dead hearts. We 
are quickened together with Him, 
and raised up together with Him 
(Eph, 2:5-6). For us it is always 
Faster :therefore may He cause 
us to bear, flower, and fruit for 
His glory.

of prayer (4) to win souls, and (5) 
to confess their sins daily.

The union .evangelistic meetings 
in the big gospel tent with Dr.

|. “Of One Accord" Four Times 
Repeated in Scripture About 


Pentecost 


The unity of mindand heart among 
that little group of disciples who 
waited in the upper room in prayer 
and supplication until the mighty 
power of God was poured out on 
them at Pentecost, is remarkable. 
That unity is mentioned again and 
again. 

In Acts 1:13, 14 we are told, 
“And when they were come in, 
they went up into an upper room, 
where abode both Peter, and 
James, and John, and Andrew, 
Philip, and Thomas, Bartholomew, 
and Matthew, James the son of 
Alphaeus, and Simon Zelotes, and 
Judas the brother of James. These 
all continued with one accord in 
prayer and supplication, with the 
women, and Mary the mother of 
Jesus, and with his brethren.” Be- 
fore the revival came they prayed 
with one accord! 


In Acts 2:1, their unity of mind 
and heart is mentioned again; “And 
when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, they were all with one 
accord in one place.” The Holy 
Spirit, in giving us the account of 
this pattern revival, this “specimen 


takes particular pains to repeat 
that “they were all.with one ac- 
cord in one place,” when the Holy 
Spirit was poured out upon them. 
That sweet fellowship continued 
after the day of Pentecost, as long 
#s .the blessed revival continued. 
Acts 2:42 tells u8, “And they con- 
tinued stedfastly in the apostles’ 
doctrine and fellowship, and in 
breaking of bread, and in prayers.” 
They were one in doctrine. They 
were one in fellowship. They broke 
their bread together. That may re- 
fer to the Lord’s Supper, but it 
likely also refers to fellowship 
around the table. They were one 
in their prayers. : 


Verses 44 to 46 tell us: “And 
all that believed were together, 
and had all things common; And 
sold their possessions and goods, 
and parted them to all men, as ev- 
ery man had need. And they, con- 
tinuing daily with one accord in 
the temple, and breaking bread 
from house to house, did eat their 
meat with gladness and singlefess 
of heart.” Here that remarkable 
phrase, “with one accord,”’ occurs 
again. How they loved one anoth-

er!.They did not count their prop- 4 


erty their own, but loved their 
neighbors as themselves, Inthe very 
extravagance of their love and their 
delight in one another’s fellowship, 
they seemed temporarily even to 
forsake God’s usual plan of the 
home as a unit, in order to be to- 
gether from house to house. This 
could not continue, and did not 
continue. God did not intend that 
people should give up their homes. 
These Scriptures were not intended 
to. teach that Christiansoughtto give 
up private ownership of property. 
There is nothing here like Russian 
Communism. New Testament 
Christians were not commanded to 
follow this pattern, and they did 
not follow it. How sweet it is to 
know of the oneness of heart of 
these Christians who had so sought 
God’s face that the revival came 
and over three thousand were add- 
ed to them in one day! 


And the revival marvelously con- 
tinued, for the following verse, 
Acts 2:47, tells us about these 
Christians, “Praising God, and hav- 
ing favor with all the people. And 
the Lord added to the church daily 
such as should be saved.” 


After Pentecost the revival fires 
continued, with multitudes of men 
and women being saved. The condi- 
tions that brought a revival, under 
God, were the same _ conditions, 
that, continuing, made it possible 
for God to continue the revival 
blessing, and continue pouring out 
His saving power. Acts 4:32 says, 


day,” as D. L. Moody called 7 Biker the multitude of them that 


believed were of one heart and of 
one soul: neither said any of them 
that ought of the things which he 
possessed was his own; but they 
had all.things common,” 

Oh, for God’s people to be again 
“of one heart and of one soul!’ 
The bickering, the suspicion, the 
disunity, the lack of fellowship 
among Christians surely is a trag- 
ic hindrance, to revival. 

- Oh, beloved Christians, if we 
want to have revivals like Pente- 
cost then groups of Christians must 
learn to be of one accord. I call 
attention here to four important 
points of unity for Christians who 
expect a revival in any community. 


2. Unity In Essential Doctrines 


It is foolish to think about people 
uniting to bring about a blessed 
revival and promote a soul-winning 
effort, without unity on the essen- 
tial doctrines. The efforts to bring 
about tolerance between Catholics 
and Jews and Protestants has a 
noble end, and tolerance is to be 
desired as long as the people of 
God do not give up their convic- 
tions concerning essential doctrines,

but we had as well face the fact 
frankly that any unity between 
Catholics and Protestants and un- 
converted Jews will not bring about 
a Heaven-sent revival. A kindly 
tolerance and love toward other 
citizens is commendable, but that 
is not Christian unity. Two people 
cannot pray together for a revival 


when one believes in the deity of, 


Christ and another does not, when 
one believes the Bible is God's 
Word and the other does not, when 
one believes that people are saved 
by faith in the crucified Saviour, 
and the other believes. one. is 
Saved by his own good works. So 
when groups of Christians unite 
‘themselves in an effort to bring 
about a revival, we must remember 
that God will not bring about a 
revival, unless the Bible is hon- 
ored and preached as the very 
Word of God, and unless Christ 
is preached as God’s own virgin- 
born Son, and unless it is preached 
that man is a wicked sinner who 
needs to be born again, and that 
our only hope of salvation is by 
faith in the atoning blood of Je- 
sus Christ, which paid for man’s 
sin. The man who is a deliberate 
modernist, the man who positively 
denies the authority of the Bible, 
the deity of Christ, and the sinful- 
ness of man and his need for new 
birth, cannot unite in any prayer 
that is acceptable to God for a re- 
vival. 


God will never send a revival 
that dishonors His Word and His 
Son. One who does not believe in 
the inspiration of the Bible, in the 
deity of Jesus Christ, in His sub- 
stitutionary death on the cross, 
and in salvation of poor, wicked, 
undeserving sinners, by faith in 
Him, is not a Christian. One who 
does not believe those essentials 
is an infidel, or a pagan, a hea- 
then. And revivals are brought 
about in answer to the prayers and 
efforts of God’s people, and are not 
brought about by the children of 
Satan. There are certain funda- 
mental, primal doctrines, without 
which there is no Christianity. If 
a Catholic believes that salvation 
is only through the church, through 


_the mass said by the priest and 


the host which he elevates, and the 
confession he hears, then that 
Catholic cannot join in a Heaven- 
sent revival like Pentecost. If a 
Christian Scientist denies the fact 
of sin, claims that Mary Glover 
Patterson Baker Eddy is the Bless- 
ed Comforter which Jesus promised 
would come (instead of the Holy 
Spirit) and that Jesus was not 
deity but only had “the Christ 
mind,” as all the rest of us may 
have, and that people do not need 


* to be born again, since they are 


“the unfallen sons of God,” then 
that Christian Scientist cannot 
unite in any way acceptable to 
God to bring about a revival. 


But note that this unity in doc- 
trine is necessary only in the es- 
sential and foundation doctrines. 
Even those who are counted mod- 
ernists may not be deliberately. 
Many such people would gladly 
join in to hear a sound preacher 
in revival services. Some are not 
modernists but need teaching. 
Christians do not have to under- 
stand all about the Bible in order 
to join in heart-felt, believing pray- 


to agree on baptism to have a re- 
vival. They do not have to agree 
on whether the coming of Christ 
4s pre-millinial or post-millenial, 
in order to have a revival. They 
do not have to agree on the secur- 
ity of a believer in order to have 
@ revival. They do not have to 
“agree on the form of church gov- 
ernment in order to have a revival. 
'God’s Word has teachings on these 
subjects, but some very devout and 


i earnest men of God disagree in 
ae their understanding of the Scrip- 


“tures on these minor points. Chris- 
tians ought to realize that blood 
‘is more important than baptism, 
and that keeping people out. of 
- Hell is more important than get-

3. There Needs To Be Unity of 


Purpose 


Before the revival at Pentecost, 
the one hundred and twenty peo- 
ple who gathered in the upper room 
to continue steadfastly in prayer 
and supplication, were united in 
one flaming purpose! Christ had 
left them as His witnesses! He had 


commanded them “that repentance 


and remission of sins should be 
preached in His name in all na- 
tions, be i at Jerusalem’’ 
(Luke 24:47). But they were com- 
manded to tarry until they be en- 
dued with power from on high. 
They could not win souls alone. So 
with burning hearts, no doubt with 
tears, with holy singleness of heart, 
they waited on God for the revival 
power! They wanted souls saved. 
They wanted the power to preach 


‘the gospel and witness for Christ 


so that multitudes could be saved 
from sin. 


Is not that purpose important 
enough to unite the hearts of 
Christians who want revival? 
Sometimes pastors write to me, 
urging me to come for revival serv- 
ices, because there have been quar- 
rels in the church, the member- 
ship» has declined. Sometimes the. 
pastor says, “If we do not have a 
revival I will have to resign.” 
Sometimes people feel that unless 
they have a revival they cannot 
pay off the church debt. But God 
does not give revivals in order to 
pay off church debts, nor to save 
for a pastor his’ job. 

The motives of churches who set 
aside a season for special evange- 
listic services are not always pure 
and unmixed motives. Sometimes 
church officers agree, ‘‘Yes, per- 
haps more people would be saved 
if we had a big united revival ef- 
fort in a large neutral building, 
a high-school or city auditorium, 
or in a big theater or tent or ware- 
house. But we believe if the serv- 
ices are held in our church that 
more people will come to our Sun- 
day School and to our church serv- 
ices, so we want the campaign in 
our church building.’ Strange as 
it seems, occasionally it happens 
that I am invited by one church 
in a town or city, to come for re- 
vival services, and a.little later 
am invited by a second or even 
a third church in the same town 
or city, to- come for revival. cam- 
paigns. I cannot accept all the in- 
vitations I receive. When I suggest 
to the various churches that have 
invited me for revival services, 
that they get together in a big uni- 
ted campaign in some larger au- 
ditorium where we can expect lost 
sinners to come in much greater 
humbers than in any small local 
church, often the pastor and the 
church members refuse to unite 


in such a campaign. I fear.that in 


such cases their motives are not 
pure, unselfish motives. Their long- 
ing to get people saved and spread 
the gospel of Christ is not the con- 
trolling reason for inviting me. I 
fear the good motives are mixed 
with selfish motives that hinder a 
revival. 

Oh, if we could only come to 


oneness of heart about the need/ &r 


for winning poor dying souls! That 
is the thing nearest to the heart 
of Jesus. That is the thing for 
which He died. “The Son of man 
is come to seek and to save that 
which was lost” (Luke 19:10). A 
shepherd is supposed to “leave the 
ninety and nine in the wilderness, 
and go after that which is lost, un- 
til he find it” (Luke 15:4). I be- 
lieve that God never sends: pente- 
costal revivals except where there 
is a genuine unity of heart among 
at least a few people in this great 
desire to see people saved. 


4. Unity In Brotherly Love 


Christians who do not love one 
another need to learn this secret. 
Christians who do not know. this 
secret need to learn it if they would 
have the Holy Spirit come upon 
them in power for soul-winning. 

James and John had been jea- 
say pulling for the highest places 

the kingdom, but that jealously 
and self-seeking seems to have 
been curbed and forgotten as they 


waited on God for the revival pow- 
er. Peter had, by inference, mis- 
trusted the other disciples when 
he said, “Though all men should 
deny thee, yet will I never deny 
thee.” But every sentiment like 


that has been buried as the disci- 
ples pray together in the upper 


room. They were ‘of one accord.” 


In countless communities and 
churches, the lack of brotherly love 
prevents God’s blessings. Naturally 
so, for did not Jesus say, “If thou 
bring thy gift to the altar, and 
there rememberest that thy brother 
hath ought against thee; Leave 
there thy gift before the altar, and 
go thy way; first be reconciled to 
thy brother, and then come and 
offer thy gift” (Matthew 5:23, 
24). 

Sometimes people make much 
of the fundamentals of the faith, 
and they forget this greatest of 
all.the fundamentals. I once worked 
with a group who battled vigorous- 
ly against false doctrine. But I 
fear that I, even as others of my. 
friends, became over-critical, and 
suspicious, and self-righteous and 
unkind. I am grieved, but not sur- 
prised that that movement decayed 


‘in influence and did not continue 


to have the great blessing of God 
with which it started. “Now abi- 
deth faith, hope, and charity, these 
three; but the greatest of these is 
still charity” (I Cor. 12:13). 


Wherever there is hatred and 
division in a church, there revival 
is hindered. Inthelittle country town 
of Woodbine, Texas, years ago I 
was invited to conduct revival 
services at the Baptist Church. Di- 
visions and strife had broken the 
heart of the pastor and he had re- 
signed and left. The County Mis- 


| sionary, hoping to see the church 


revived and God’s work made pros- 
perous, asked me, a boy preacher, 
to come for revival services, and 
I came. I found the whole commun- 
ity divided. I found that one or 
more deacons had had fist-fights 
in the quarrel that had reached 
nearly every home. Many had taken 
a vow never to return to the lit- 
tle church, once so precious, but 
which had now become the scene 
Of quarrels and bickerings and 
threats. 


Most of the details of the divi- 
sion I never did know. With a great 
burden on my soul, I kept feeling 
I must preach against sin, must 
urge God’s people to clean up their 
lives, to make peace with their 
neighbors. Night after night, and 
day after day, I insisted on the 
need for repentance, for Christian 
fellowship, for restitution, for the 
family altar, for soul-winning. 
Those that had been angry with 
others, were now angry with me, 
the young preacher. When, day 
after, day, only one family would 
invite me and my wife and bady 
to their home, I found that we were 
unwelcome in other homes, and 
this family repeatedly asked us 
mainly because their little girl in- 
sisted, so she could play with our 
baby! My preaching was so sharp, 
and the resentment of the people 
so bitter, that the County Mission- 
ary, a noble, good man, asked me 
if I did not think he had better 
preach for a few nights. I told him 
that I believed God would send us 
a great breaking-out revival, and 
then he could preach; meantime, 
I must carry the load God had laid 
on my heart, and preach to God’s 
people to repent of their wicked- 
ness. 

One morning a woman in the 
community started to the tele- 
phone, “to tell that preacher what 
I think of his meddling.” But her 
own son, 19, stopped her and 
said, “Mother, you aré wrong! I 
have just been ‘out in the woods 
to pray. I know Brother Rice is 
right. If we Christians do not get 
right with each other we can never 
have a revival, we can never see 
souls saved. I, for one, am going 
to try to’ get right.”” His mother 
did not telephone. In that week-day 


morning service I called for a tes- 


timony meeting. One woman, with 
tears streaming down her face, 
rose to beg forgiveness of another 
woman with whom she _ had 
quarreled. The other woman swiftly 
rose and came to meet her, and in 
the aisle, they put their’ arms 
around one another and wept. Con- 
fessions came from all parts of 
the building. The deep moving of 


the Spirit of God was upon the 
people, as they began to make re-| 


stitution, to ask forgiveness, to/ er 

seek Christian fellowship again. 
That afternoon the news went 

like wild-fire over the coun ide. 

That night the little church | 

ing was crowded. People came to

church who had not been in long 
months, some who had vowed they 
would never enter the building 
again. From the very first the Spir- 
it of God was there. I preached to 
lost sinners that night, and when 
the invitation was given, here they 
came, Srown men and women, ac- 
cepting Christ as Saviour, with 
tears running down their faces. 
God’s revival broke out, when God’s 
people got together in brotherly 
love. Dozens of people were saved, 
hundreds of Christians were re- 
vived, and people came for miles 
around for the blessing that filled 
the little church every night. 


Brotherly love is still the great- 
est fundamental of the faith. How 
can any group expect to have a 
revival, if they do not learn to for- 
bear, to forgive, to have followship. 
To bring about a. revival partici- 
pating Christians need to be “of 
one accord,” in brotherly love. 


5. Unity In Prayer Is Essential To 


Revival 


Acts 1:14 tells us that the apos- 
tles, with Mary the mother of Je- 
sus and with His brethren, and with 
other women, “all continued in one 
accord, with prayer and supplica- 
tion.”” They were of one accord in 
prayer! 

There is wonderful power in wuni- 
ted prayer. Jesus said, in Matthew 
18:19, “Again I say unto you, that 
if two of you shall agree on earth 
as touching anything that they 
shall ask, it shall be done for 
them of my father which is in 
heaven.” That Scripture, taken at 
face value, means that agreement 
“as touching any thing that they 
shall ask” is the only requirement 
for two or more people getting 
their prayers answered. 


The Scripture does not say that 
if two people agree to pray for a 
certain matter their prayer shall 
be answered, but they are to be 
agreed as touching what they pray 
for. That means heart agreement. 
When two people have exactly the 
same burden, feel led of God to 
pray for the same things, then, 
manifestly, God’s Spirit is back.of 
the prayer. That which united 
their hearts makes it so God can 
honor their prayers. 

And praise the Lord, that prom- 
ise of an answer to united prayer 
is good for only two people, It 
would be a miracle, hardly to be 
expected, if everybody in any 
church got the same burden at 
once, either about a revival or 
about anything else! When God 
wants to do a thing, often He lays 
the burden of prayer on one heart. 
And when God is able to enlist 
another heart to pray with the 
same burden for the same object, 
He is far along toward granting 
the request.. When several pray, 
with united hearts, in long - con- 
tinued prayer, they have a right 
to expect God to move Heaven and 
earth in answer to their united 
prayers. For the very union of 
their hearts in the matter is an in- 
dication- that they are right with 
each other and with God, and ‘is 
often an indication that the Holy 
Spirit Himself has laid the burden 
on their hearts about the parti- 
cular object for which they pray. 

I had a letter the other day that 
blessed my heart. It was from Dr. 
Wallace Noles, in California. He 
and I had been out of touch with 
each other for many years until 
he saw a copy of “The Sword of 
The Lord,” given him by his pastor. 
“I wonder if that is the John Rice 
with whom I used to have prayer 
meetings when we were boys to- 
gether in West Texas?” My heart 
rejoiced as I remembered those 
prayer meetings, attended by two 
country boys who rode into town 
on horseback to pray together at 
the little Baptist Church. Often 
we were there alone. Sometimes 
we told how God had answered our 
prayers and told each other what 
we had found new in the Bible dur- 
ing the week, and prayed there in 


the dark. Sometimes, in the sum- 


mer, we sat out on the church 
steps together, under the stars. We 
had other prayer meetings off alone 
at the noon hour when we worked 
together in the threshing crew. 
We believe that, in God’s mercy, 
the salvation of many souls can 
be traced back, in the heavenly 
records, to those prayer meetings 
held by two boys, fifteen or six- 
teen years old. 
Earnest, continued, united pray- 
for revival is irresistible. It 
hty blessings 
when three 
thousands people were saved. It 
-|has brought many another revival. 
It will bring many more, if Jesus 


tarries, and if God’s people unite 
to pray and work according to the 
scripture, So if two or more people 
have a burden, sent from God, for 
the great ingathering of lost souls, 
then unite in continued prayer, un- 
til God gives a Heaven-sent shower 
of blessing! 


6. Even a Few Can Meet These 


Conditions for Revival! 


It is well to remember that on- 
ly a handfull of people met God’s 
requirements for the revival which 
came at Pentecost. They are enu- 
merated in Acts 1:13, 14, as fol- 
lows: ‘“‘And when they were come 
-in, they went up into an upper 
room, where abode both Peter, and 
James, and John, and Andrew, Phil- 
ip, and Thomas, Bartholomew, and 
Matthew, James the son of Al- 
phaeus, and Simon Zelotes, and Ju- 
das the brother of James. These 
all continued with one accord in 
prayer and supplication, with the 
women, and Mary the mother of 
Jesus, with his brethren.” Eleven 
apostles are named, the mother of 
Jesus would make twelve, his three 
brothers would make fifteen; “‘with 
the women” in verse 14 probably 
refers to the two or three who are 
named as having witnessed the 
crucifixion, and later returning to 
the sepulchre to bring spices for 
the body of Jesus. All told, there 
were probably not more than twen- 
ty people who began that prayer 
meeting! But as the prayer meeting 
continued, the company grew, and 
the next verse tells us that in those 
days “the number of names togeth- 


er were about an hundred and ~~ 


’twenty.” This handful of people 
did the praying before Pentecost. 


Where were the multitudes who 
repented and were baptized by 
John the Baptist some three or 
four years before? Where were 
the multitudes who repented under 
the preaching of the Saviour Him- 
self and were likewise baptized? 
Where were the five thousand who 
were fed with the multiplied five 
loaves and two small fishes? Where 
were all the lepers who were 
cleansed ? Where were the mothers 
and fathers of all the children 
healed? Or the widow of Nain and 
her kinpeople? A careful reading 
of the gospels shows that thou- 
sands of people must» have been 
genuinely converted during the 
personal ministry of Jesus. But 
they were not in this prayer meet- 
ing. Some-were scattered out over 
Judea, They had gone home after 
the Passover season at Jerusalem. 
Many had grown discouraged and 
disheartened when Jesus was cru- 
cified. Some, no doubt, threw away 
all hope and felt that they had 
been mistaken about Christ’s Mes- 
siahship. And many, many, many 
others were simply busy; busy 
making money, busy attending 
their farms, their stores, holding 
down their jobs, keeping their 
houses, plowing their fields and 
cooking their meals. A few people 
prayed down the revival for the 
many. / 

And so it must be today. It is 
doubtful if ever a whole church can 
at one time be enlisted in heart- 
felt burden and prayer for revival 
and soul-winning. Prayer meetings’ 
are about the smallest in attend- 
ance of all the church services. It 
is difficult to enlist all the pastors 
in a city (and how much more 
difficult to enlist all the Chris- 
tians) in planning and preparation 
and prayer for a great revival. But 
blessed be God, a handful of peo- 
ple who mean business can unite, 
and being of one accord can meet 
God’s requirement for a blessed, 
Holy Ghost revival. 

Start your praying and planing! 
God will help you to enlist others 
in your prayer meetings, in your 
plans, Often only one or two pas- 
tors get the burden for a union re- 
vival campaign and later are able’ 
to enlist a number of pastors, or 
an entire ministerial association. 
Often.one deacon or Sunday School 
teacher gets a burden for a revi- 
val campaign in a church, and la- 
ter enlists the pastor and officers 
of the church, and a large propor- 
tion of-the membership. If two. 
people are agreed, that is unity. 
If a little handful of Christians 
are “of one accord” then you can 
have a revival from God! Set out 
to see that there is no sin, uncon- 
fessed and unlamented, between 
you and God; wait on God for the 
enduement of His Holy rir to 
enable you to win souls, and then 
faithfully and obediently tale the 
gospel to sinners in the oe of 
the Holy Spirit. God can give re-
